One of the saddest railway accidents that 
ever occurred In Kenosha happened at the 
South street crossing of the Northwestern 
road at nine o'clock on Monday morning 
when little June Margaret Rossiter,' the 
two year old daughter of Mr. and. Mrs, L.

the. accident, Tha accident was a most 

unusual one and tho full details of It will 

not be known until after the inquest of 

the coroner which is to be held tomorrow 

afternoon. 

The little girl who was the life of the 
Rossiler borne had toddled. away from the 
house and had started out to play in the 
yard In .front of the house, The mother, 
who* was busy with her work, hod been 
watching the, little child from the window 
and had warned her against getting near 
tho railway' track. Just before o'clock 
the child left the yard of the house and 
ran down South street and was playing at 
the west crossing of the railway when, a 
passenger train came dashing up from tht. 
south, Richard Griffith was walking along 
West Main street and noticed the little 
child but he saw her too late to save' her 
from her peril. Seeing the train sweeping 
down on the child Griffith shouted to her 
at tho top of his voice and the little child 
started back off the tracks. Just then the 
train dashed by, running at a high spejsd, 
Griffith saw no more, but a minute later 
when the train had cleared, the crossing 
be rushed over and picked up the child. 

Either the auction of the tra in bad 
tho chnfl1^'"thrdwh'h' , «wt 
to the ground or she bad been 
one of the cars. Tho child was still breath 
log when; found and as soon as possible 
the littte.body was carried to tbe homo of 
Mr. Tanner near the tracks and "Doctors 
Jorgenson, Cheever, Hacbert and Robinson 
were called. The child' lived only^a few 
minutes. The remains were not mangled 
in any way save a had contusion on ono 
side of the head. It ia thought that this 
was caused by the train striking the 'child 
or by it's, head itriking the ground when 
thrown down by the suction of the train, 

Mr. Rosaiter, the father of the little girl, 
ia employed as a printer in the Kenosha 
Evening News. He had feared that one 
of his children might be killed by a train 
and had planned to remove to another part' 
of the oity this week.

Kenosha County Man Is Named oa 
"' Examiner In the United States 
Pension Bureau 

A Kenosha county man promises to have 
an important place in the pension bureau 
of tho United State! government in the 
future, as dispatches from Washington 
state that Morris E. Babin of Kenosha 
county haa been appointed by the pension 
commissioner as an examiner of pensions, 
one of the beat positions in consequence 
with the bureau, says the Kenosha News. 
The advance of Mr. Sabin cornea aa the re- 
sult of the general abokeup in the pension 
bureau following the reforms placed in 
motion by commissioner Warner, 

Tho 'entire force of examiners In the 
bureau, the highest officials in the pension 
service, was removed on account of care, 
leasnesa in pension granting. This retir c- 
meat of the examiners was largely. brought' 
about by the fact that it was shown that 
the farmer force had granted pensions to a 
fujl regiment of claimants' who never saw 
a day of service in the army. 

The advancement of Mr. Sabin to this 
high honor in the government service will 
be particularly pleasing to the people in 
the western part of the 'county, Morris 
Sabin is a Kenosha county boy, born and 
bred. He is a son of Charles Sabin, who 
was one of the pioneer business men of the 
town. of Salem, and who was in bnsineia 
iu'-Wilmor for many years, Mr. Sabin 
was educated in the schools of the county 
and later at tho University of Wisconsin. 

More than ten years ago he went to 
.Washington to accept a minor position aa 
a clerk in the pension bureau, and since 
that time' he haa been steadily climbing to 
the top, A short time ago be was -ad- 
vanced to the position of bead clerk in the 
department. in tehlch ho.hod been cmpfe«fe 
ed, and when' Commissioner Warner start- 
ed the work of forming the new board of 
examiners tbo Kenosha -county man was 
the first man selected for the vacancy. In 
his new position Mr, Sabin wilt have the 
work of passing on every pension granted 
by the United States government. 

Mr. Sabin ia popular with the Wiscon- 
sin contingent in Washington, and for 
some time he has been the secretary of the 
Wisconsin Association. . The Sabin family 
moved away from this county several years 
ago, and for thia reason Mr, Sabin has not 
paid a visit to his old home since he first 
went to Washington. . 

Mr. Snbin's father and two brothers are 
residents of Antioch.

The railroad rate bill passed by the Wis- 
conainaenato provides for three commia- 
sioners to be' appointed by the governor by 
and with, the advice and consent of the, 
senate. The term of office is to be aix 
years, the first commissioners to he ap- 
pointed for two, four and six years, re- 
spectively, 

.The salary ia fixed at 85,000 a year and 
tbe expenses of travel. The commission is 
required to have its office in tbe . capitol 
and each member is required to devote bis 
entire time to the dutiea of the office. 

The bill applies to all railroads and com- 
mon carriers - in the state of Wisconsin. 
Every railroad company can moke its own 
rates, the commieslon acting as a board of 
review upon tbe rates so fixed. 

The railroad companies are required to 
Ele schedules of all rates, fares and charges 
of every kind in force in the. state with tbe 
commission, and also to keep copies on file 
in every railway ataUon for the use of tbo 
public. 

No advance can he niada in tbe publish- 
ed 'tariffs until ten days after the now 
tariff schedule ia in the hands of the com- 
mission. Reductions, however,, can be 
made in less time. 

- Any. person can make complaint to tbo 
commission ngainst nny existing schedules, ' 
arid if, "within ten days otter notice, the 
railroad does not change tbe rate, tho com- 
mission may order a bearing between' tho' 
railroad company and the complainant'. . 

Thecommissiou.is given full power to 
enforce attendance of witnesses and pro- . 
duction of books, papers and all necessary 
information at such hearing, 

If, on investigation,, the commiBaioii. 
finds that the rale is unreasonable or un- 
justly discriminatory, it Is given ;;th"b' 
power to fix a reasonable rate, which .will 
go into effect within, twenty day a after the 
service of -ii copy On the railroad company. 

^IE either party, is dissatisfied with tho 
decision ho may institute injunction fre* 
ceedimrs, preventing tho rale .from going 
into effect pending a determination of ita' 
justice by a court; -,

GROWTH OF CHURCHES. 

Eleven 311 It Ion afore Professing Clirlst- 
Inna tbnn la 1800. 

Statistics compiled by Rev, Dr. II. K. 
Carroll and Iter, Dr. D, L. Leonard up- 
set the popular impression that the peo- 
ple of tho United States are not as re- 
ligious as they used to be, and show that 
the membership of the Christian churches 
is increasing more rapidly than the popu- 
lation of the United States, notwithstand- 
ing tho enormous immigration, which now 
amounts to three-quarters of a million a 
year. 

According to the calculations of the 
census bureau, the annual increase In 
population is 1,87 per cent, whllo tho In- 
crease in church membership for the year 
1D04 was a trifle more rapid, being 1.02 
per cent. The net gain of nil Christian 
denominations was 5S2.S7S communi- 
cants, n slight falling o(T from the gain 
in 1003. There wns an Increase of 2,310 
churches and 1,074 clergymen during tho 
year. 

The increase in communicants from 
1S00 to 1001 wns 11,004,411,. or 40.50 
per cent, while the increase In population 
was 17,740,750, or 28.31 per cent.

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the transportation business, nnd some 
of them employ several hundred tea ra- 
sters. The members of the association 
have contracts In large measure for 
the hauling of goods between the large 
business houses of the city nnd the 
railways, and they have heretofore 
rather sided with the teamsters than 
with the members of the Employers' 
Association. They decided, however, 
that they could -no longer refuse to 
make deliveries. 

President Shea of the Tenmsters' 
Union wns defiant, and went Into the 
meeting with the declaration that the 
tcamBtcrs of .Chicago would" strike to 
a man rather than to agree to permit 
the delivery of goods to houses where 
strikes bnvo been called.- There wns, 
however, a strong element in the union 
opposed to a general strike, and many 
of the officers of the local unions went 
Into tho meeting with the avowed in- 
tention of preventing a spread of the 
strike If it was possible. 

The employers, realizing that .the 
strike was either won or Just about to 
spread, mailed to 10,000 business 
houses In Chicago a statement of the 
strike as viewed from their stand- 
point The document went over the 
causes of the strike and called on all 
buslnea men to uphold their right to 
send wagons through the streets with- 
out molestation, and to Join with the 
Employers' Association in, refusing to 
yield "to tho dictation of labor unions 
In the control of our business." 

Police on Wagons. 

Last week, when the strike riots be- 
came so numerous an order went out 
from police headquarters for two po- 
licemen to ride on every wngon. This 
was strongly opposed by the labor lead- 
ers, but It did no good. Now the big 
stores nnd . express companies have 
about 000 wagons out, which Is a little 
over CO per cent of the regular opera- 
tions. 

Tho Investigating committee appoint- 
ed by Mayor Dunne hns accomplished 
nothing. * In a statement over their 
own signatures several of the employ- 
ers assert that President Shea of tho 
union was willing to accept tho terms 
offered by the employers provided they 
would reinstate tho strikers for twenty- 
four hours until Shea could get out of 
town: ; Shea declares that there is no 
truth In tho statement of the employ- 
ers.

The school strike in Chicago has con- 
tinued to spread, while tho authorities 
aro taking measures to put a quietus on 
the epidemic, So far thero have becu 
strikes at eight school buildings becausa 
these schools have been receiving coal 
delivered by non-union teamsters. Near- 
ly 2,000 school children left their desks, 
and much rioting ensued. 

W. L. Bodlne, superintendent of com- 
pulsory education, detailed thirty-six 
truant officers aud special .policemen to 
servo warning notices upon parents of 
striking school children, Tho notices 
read that unless tho children aro sent 
to school at ouco tho parents will be hold 
responsible to the law*. Tho Illinois law 
requires parents to keep their children 
at school. It also requires the children 
to attend school and obey tho rules thero- 
at." Tho law,, the supcrintendcat says, 
will ho strictly and promptly enforced

Tho general demand for 
breads tuffs was slightly stronger, but 
poorer export sales weakened tho sit- 
uation, l'rovlslons wore in better re- 
quest and shipments have expanded. 
Live stock receipts, 252,230 head, com* 
pared with 230,345 head a year ngo, 
and nro under expectations. Com- 
pared with the closing a week ngo 
prices are higher In corn V/j cents, 
oats 1% cents, wheat 1 cent, pork 30 
cents, ribs 10 cents, lard 5 cents, sheep 
25 cents, cattle 16 cents and hogs 5 
cents.

The Governor Indulged in tho 
veto power for the first time when ho 
disapproved of two antl-thentcr ticket 
scalping measures Introduced by Repre- 
sentative Benjamin M. Mitchell of Cook. 
Tho Governor declared the measures bad 
been loosely drawn and wero repugnant 
to the constitution of tho United States.

Ing *M)U0 M"e Journey, 
Eleven yachts of various nationalities 
nnd n whio diversity of types have been 
speeding eastward across the Atlantic 
ocean In n race for n handsome gold 
cup mined nt $5,000 nnd donated by the 
Emperor of Germany," Eight of the 
yachts are owned by Americans, two nro 
the property of Englishmen, while Hip 
remaining one is entered by. Germn ny. 

Tlie great raee will be the most inter- 
esting event of Its kind in many yean. 
It la a teal race ami the conditions un- 
der which it Is Hailed will mnko it a gen- 
uine tost of boat building ftklll mid sea- 
manship, Tin- racing licet Inclui1.es eleven 
boats, n tn ring which nro representatives 
of Genua ny, England nnd the United 
States. Setting sail from Sandy Hook, 
these vesucls liaveiieen making their way 
across the 3.000 miles of salt water to 
England under their own nail, taking 
hi n- 1 1 chances of wind and weather as 
fate lias hnd to olTcr. 

As n trial of seamanship nnd of skill 
In the designing and construction of boats 
this contest fur exceeds in Importance 
any nf the America's cup races held off 
the New Jersey shore. The boats aro 
real boats, titled for decp-sen milling nnd 
pleasure cruising. The rules are liberal 
and llicro Is to be no hnlr-spliltiiig over 
finest inns nf handicapping, time allow- 
ance or still area. Tho racers nro of va- 
rious types. The biggest Is a ship of 
(MS tons and the smallest a schooner of 
80 tons, but nil go into the contest 
on even terms. The first boat to nrrivo 
nt the goal, whatever Its size or type, 
will bo tho winner and will get tho ?5,000 
gold cup which Emperor William has 
offered for the contest. 

Most of the yachts entered for the 
Kaiser's enp hnve crossed and recrossed 
tlie Atlantic nml nil have been built for 
pleasure sailing, Tlie dlstnnco from 
Sandy Hook, the starling point, to the 
southeast coast of England, tho destina- 
tion. Is 3,000 miles. Under normal con- 
ditions, tho contest will consume about 
twelve days. Tho last transatlantic ynclit 
race took place In 1887, the winner being 
the Coronet, It aroused great interest 
In Europo and America. 

There ore many who, because of this 
country's repeated victories In the Inter- 
national yacht races at Sandy Hook, con- 
fidently expect nn American boat to win. 
But tlie races for the America's cup have 
been under such peculiar conditions that 
they afford no auro foundation for Amer- 
ican confidence. There Is some reason 
to hope that Amcrlenn genius In design- 
ing and skill in senmauslilp will again 
triumph nnd bring to this country tho 
coveted trophy. But It may go to Eng- 
land or to Germany.* 

The International yacht races of re- 
cent years hare been contests between 
vessels of exactly similar type, construct- 
ed with mathematical nicety nnd sailed 
under strict rules, which put n premium 
on clever jockeying and minor tricks of 
seamanship. The nice across the ocean 
Is n wholly different matter. The con- 
testants have to meet n thorough test In 
nil phases of the seaman's- nrt. They 
nro free to take their choice of ocean 
lanes nnd for days together they will 
have to study how to make the most of 
their opportunities. The * nation whoso 
boat wina such a contest will hnve somo 
cause to boast of Its eminence In senmun- 
ship.

RUSSIA'S LAST EASTERN STRONGHOLD. 







VIEW OV VLADIVOSTOK. 

Vladivostok, which the Japanese nre preparing to besiege, Is now Rus- 
sia's only stronghold In the far Kast. It is the terminus of tlie Tin ns -Siberian 
rond, stands on n pcnluuitht Jutting Into the Sea of Japan between Usaurl Bay 
and Amur Buy, and was founded In 1SB1. An Important report its to condi- 
tions nt Vladivostok waa uindc n few months ago by the captain of a Nor- 
wegian steamer, He said that the land fort! fl en t Ions hnd been extended many 
miles from the city proper, Hint food nnd wnr iniinltiuiis were being gath- 
ered In great quantities, nnd that there wag an Immense supply of coal. 
The harbor had been mined for a distance of seven miles, while the mines 
three mil oh from the town were elctricniiy connected. At various times 
reports hnve come of the arrival of submarines nt Vladivostok, and It Is 
believed the Iliisslmis Imve nt least four there.-

Now Deserting theTrnnavnul for Ger- 
man IS net Africa. 

While the British* hare been drafting 
a constitution for the Transvaal colony 
under which all burghers j>f_ the lata 
South African republic mny vote for 
members of the first Volksrnnd, a lnrgo 
number of Boers nre on tho eve of de- 
parture for German East Africa. More 
than 1,000 Boers will leave the Trans- 
vaal In May to take up farms la the 
highlands of German East Africa, 100 to 
11)0 miles Inland from the Indian ocean. 
This party nlono will represent the 
speedy removal of 3,000 or 4,000 per- 
soih, ns many of the men will leave 
their families behind until they have 
cleared fields and built houses,' 

Last year two committees went to 
German East Africa to spy out tho land. 
They found good .soil for general farm- 
lug along tho lino of tho Tonga railroad, 
nnd were' delighted with the rich growth 
of grasses on the great high plain near 
the northern edge of the colony, which 
they said was Letter adapted for cattle 
raising than tho veldt of their native 
land. Wheu they went homo they recom- 
mended these new farming and grazing 
regions, whore every condition, they said, 
promised prosperity. Fourteen Boer 
farmers and their families, numbering 
7-1 persons, did not wait for tho exodus 
this Bprhig, hut packed 'up their belong- 
lugs and started at once for German East 
Africa. 

This movement of the Transvaal Boers 
to a foreign land, 1,-100 miles north- of 
their former home, is significant of their 
nntlpathy to British rule and the deter- 
mination of many of them to begin Ufa 
nnew In the wilderness rather than live 
under the British flag.

battle, and disaster with Togo or at 
Vladivostok, 

Tho Russian Hoot was last sighted 
on May 10. It was then J 50 miles 
from the Imlo-Cblna const nnd TOO 
miles south of the Island of Formosa, 
steaming northward slowly. From 
where the fleet was sighted it lincl tho 
easy choice of three routes: Either 
nor tli of Luzon Into the. Fuel fie, or 
tlirough the Bnsboc ehnnnel nnd 
tuence northward east of Formosa-, oc 
between Formosa and the China const 
Or, as suggested by French unvnl olll- 
cers, Rojestvensky may divide bis 
fleet, thus making Togo's problem 
doubly difficult. 

Togo still continues to bafllc the 
scrutiny of the merchant shipping of 
the far East. His whereabouts have 
not been discovered. From Toklo 
comes word that the Japanese licet 
ultimately -will be re-enforced by Tour 
battleships ami two cruisers from 
among tlie Russian ships sunk at Fort 
Arthur. It Is asserted that the battle- 
ships Rctvlzan, roltnvn, Feresvlet and 
Pobleda and the cruisers Bnyan and 
Pallada cau be put In lighting shnpc 
by nn expenditure of $700,000 pencil— 
$4,200,000 fop t,,e six— or less tlinn the 
cost of one flrst-clua battleship. If 
this report be true, Russta's task of 
regaining control of the sea In the far 
East will be mntle Increasingly diffi- 
cult. 

The land campaign hns developed to 
tho point where a battle Is Imminent.

If 
this be true, the fact Is of Interest as in- 
dicating that tho movement of popula- 
tion townrd the East and Southeast' is 
grenter than the movement toward the 
West. It is expected that ccurubcs to be 
taken m n dozen States during May and 
June will throw light oa tho present lo- 
cation of the center of population, which 
the certFus of 1000 placed six miles south- 
east of Columbus, Iud. 

The year 1005 is Just half-way be- 
tween two national census periods, and 
there 1* curiosity which cannot be ac- 
curately satisfied as to how far and In 
what direction tho center of population 
has gone glnce Its location was last es- 
tablished five years ago and bow far and 
In what direction it will continue to go 
during the next five years. Because of 
the Increase of population lu onstero 
cities, especially Now York, and a steady 
trend of growth in the southeastern At- 
lantic seaboard States the population ex- 
perts have formed the opinion that if 
thero Is n west word movement of tho 
center it Is very slight nnd that IE Its 
direction has not been reversed there is 
a possibility that It will be before the 
end of the present decade. The only fact 
which they find to combat this theory Is 
the rapid growtli of populatloa In the 
State oE Washington, which offsets

Marked by a strong or un- 
compromising zeal, earnestness of effort 
Is tho dictionary definition of "strenuous- 
ness." and in that sense it is truly appli- 
cable to Theodore Roosevelt, Marked by 
loud talking, furious demonstrations of 
energy and by bluster, seems to be the 
meaning which moat would-be imitators 
. of the President attach to tbe word. And 
in no way could thoy bo more mistaken. 
Apart from certain facial extortions ap- 
parently rendered necessary by a slight 
impediment of speech and defect of vision, 
President Roosevelt is a quiet man. lie 
gives tbe impression of Immense reserve 
forco and his accomplishment. 1 } clearly in- 
dicate that be posesses it. It is not by 
shouting, walking the floor raving or put- 
ting up n bluff at being fearfully busy that 
the President impresses men, many of 
tbam years his senior. On the contrary, 
itris'bynn absolutely unmistakable sin- 
cerity of purpose, a quiet determined 
manner, great d 1 redness of speech, which 
however never deceuda to tho rude or un- 
mannerly, and by (a capacity for work 
which enables him to devour, nbsorbo and 
niako h is own an i in me use- . amount of in- 
formation, -and to master every; phase of a 
subject wittf which tie may have to. deal. 
It is also noteworthy tbat tho President 
very rarely swears, never takes the name 
of God in vain. Ho has no occasion to 
for when ho wishes to speak with Graph n- 
eUvho can, attach more force to the ordi- 
nary words of conversation than tho aver- 
ago man can convey with a siring of ex- 
pletives.

At that time the Insurance company, 
which paid tho loss on the vessel and 
Its cargo, figured that It would cost 
more than the con) Is worth to recov- 
er it 

Emlllo Frank, n merchant of Coat* 
zn con I cos,' took n look at the situation, 
and came to the conclusion thnt the 
construction of tbe harbor jetties thoro 
would cause tho sand to drift over the 
hulk, and that In tho course of a few 
years ho would ho" able to mine the 
coal at a shallow depth under the sand. 
He purchased the whole 10,000 tons of 
coal from tho Insurance company for 
$110 in gold. Ho waited patiently for 
Ills theory to bo worked out, nnd tlmo 
haa shown thnt ho was correct, 

Tho sand now almost covers the 
hulk of the stranded vphscI, nnd In a 
few more months ho will begin mining 
tho coal. It camo from the United 
States, and it la worth $M to $20 in 
gold a ton at this place, and he will 
obtnln a net return of $140,000 to $200,- 
000 on his Investment of $110. Ho hns 
already sold enough rope, tackle and 
timbers, obtained from tho vessel to 
pay the small cost of mining tho coal,

In his testimony before tlie Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce at 
Washington on Ivlny 4th, Prof, Hugo It. 
Meyer of Chicago University, an ex- 
pert on railroad management, made 
this statement: ' 

"Let'UB look nt what might have 
happened If wo had heeded the pro- 
tests of the farmers of New York and 
Ohio and Pennsylvania (In the seven- 
ties when grain from the west began 
pouring to the Atlantic scahanrdj and 
acted upon the doctrine which the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission lias 
enunciated time nnd ngnln, tbnt no 
man may be deprived of the advant- 
ages accruing to him by virtue of his 
geographical position. We could not 
have west of the Mississippi n popula- 
tion of millions of people who arc 
prosperous nnd are great consumers. 
We never should have Been the years 
when we built 10,000 and 12,000 miles 
of railway, for there would have been 
no farmers west of the Mississippi Blv- 
cr who could have used the land that 
would have been opened up by tlie 
building of those rallwnys. And If we 
had not seen the years when we could 
build 10.000 nnd 12,000 miles of rall- 
way n year, we should not have to-day 
east of the 'Mississippi a steel and Iron 
producing center which Is nt once the. 
marvel and tho despair of Europe, be- 
cause we could not have built up a 
stcc] nnd Iron Industry If there bad 
been no market for Its product. , 

"We could not have In New England 
a 'great boot and shoe Industry; we 
could not have In New England a great 
cotton milling Industry; we could not 
have spread throughout New York and 
Pcnnsylvniiia and Ohio manufacturing 
Industries of the most diversified kinds, 
because those Industries would have no 
market ninong the farmers west of the 
Mississippi Itlvcr. 

"And while the progress of this coun- 
try, while tlie development of the agri- 
cultural west of this country, did mean 
the impairment of tlie agricultural 
value east of tho Mississippi Itlver that 
ran up Into hundreds of millions of 
dollars, It meant Incidentally the 
building up of stent manufacturing In- 
dustries that added to tho value of 
this land by thousands of millions of 
dollars.' And, gentlemen, those things 
were not foreseen In the seventies. The 
statesmen and the public men of this 
country dhl not see what part the agri- 
cultural development of tho West was 
going to play In the industrial develop- 
ment of the East. And you may read 
tho decisions ot the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission from the first to the 
last, and what Is one of the greatest 
characteristics of those decisions?' The 
continued Inability to see the question 
In this large way. - 

"The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion never can see anything more than 
that tho farm land of some farmer is 
decreasing la value, or that some man 
who has a flour mill with a production 
of J G0 barrels a day Is being crowded 
out, It never can see that the destruc- 
tion or Impairment of farm values In 
this place means tho building up of 
farm values In that place, and thnt 
that shifting of values Is a necessary 
Incident to t to Industrial and manu- 
facturing development of this country. 
And if wc shall give to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission power to regu- 
late rates, we snail no longer have our 
rates regulated on the statesmanlike 
basis on which they' have been regu- 
lated in the past by the railway men,' 
who really have been great stalesmeu, 
who really hav.o been great builders of 
empires, who have had an Imagination 
thnt rivals the Imagination of the. great- 
est poet and of the greatest Inventor, 
and who have operated with a courage 
and daring that rivals the courage and 
daring the greatest military general. 
But wo shall have our rates regulated 
by a body of civil servants, bureau- 
crats, whoso besetting sin tho world 
over Is tbnt they never can grasp a sit- 
uation In n lnrge way and with the 
grasp of the statesman; that they nev- 
er can see the fact that they are con- 
fronted with n small evil; tbnt that evil 
Is relatively small, and that it cannot 
be corrected except by the creation of 
evils and abuses which are Infinitely 
greater than the one that, is to be cor- 
rected." . -
